"Light a few candles, " was the order 
passed as we were leaving Winsford; and 
J. am under the impression that the hole 
down below is like any other hole, and 
that tho "few caudles" will just give us 
light enough for the spiico of somo Ihreo 
or four yards. But we shall seo. We step 
into our iron bucket The door thereof 
is closed upon lis. The steel ropes are 
made fast The signal is giveu. There 
is a hesitating, trembling motion, and wo 
dive swiftly into plutonian night, straight, 
sheer through a tunnel miO feet deep, and 
Li feet and ti inches across, the rim of our 
bucket now and again grinding, scraping, 
bumping, screeching against the narrow 
walls. After the Iirst few seconds havo 
passed, one cannot tell, from one's sensa- 
tions merely, whether one is going up or 
down, or is suspended at re.sL There is 
only Ihe trembling of the Invisible steel 
ropes and the scraping sound on the walls. 
A WONDERFUL SIGHT. 

In a minute more we touch the lloor of 
the under-wood with the lightness of a 
feather. In the name of all the fairies 
and goblins, antl gnomes, and spirits of 
the earth what have we Micro? Oh! 
Master Robert, "a few candles. " Tho 
city of Dis illuminated— this is what 
meets my astonished gaze. O pen spaces, 
cudlcjs streets turning and winding oil 
in all directions, antl outlined In spots of 
light, and in the farthest distance an 
ornamental group of lights, as if on a 
wall or some vast supporting pillnr. It 
is as if one looks from some point of 
vantage upon the lights of a 
town in a dark night, with- 
out moon or stars; not a town 
with empty space over it, but a town un- 
der a horizontal ceiling thirly three foot 
above the pavement. Un Ibis level pave 
incnt the massed bands of the British 
army may play Strauss' music, and tho 
whole of the London west end spin round 
on "light fantastic loe. " 

The first feeling of surprise over I ex- 
amine my surroundings in leisurely de- 
tail At some distance in front of us 
loom a dark mass with a horizontal line 
of lights half-way up it. The three of us 
— Air. \ ordin. tlie guide, and myself— ap- 
proach it. each carrying a lighted candle 
across the floor, which appears to be as 
level as the tloor of a drawing room, and 
which is covered with a thin carpet of 
salt fine as powder and dry as liuder. 
A MASS OF CRYSTAL.**. 

Wherever the lights fall upon it, tho 
dark object glitters as if it were encrusted 
with rubies and diamonds. It turns out 
to be a huge square pi lar, extending 
from lloor to ceiling. Each of its four 
sides measures twelve yards, it is thirty - 
thr"e feet high, and it is nothing but a 
mass of cr3 - stals. At every twenty live 
yards, north, south, east, west, stands one 
of those gigantic columns -all of them, 
like this one, masses of many-tinted salt 
crystals, and with the diamond Hash dart- 
inir over their gfrics. • - 

The plan of this wonderful colonnade is 
now obvious. The miners have been cut- 
ting their way, all these many generations, 
through the solid rock salt, horizontally, 
clearing a smooth lloor below their feet, 
leaving a smooth ceiling over their heads, 
and, at tho already named distance, those 
enormous pilasters, whose function is lo 
prevent the roof- that is. the 3'6Q feet of 
the earth's crust, from falling in. The 
ceiling is too high lo respond very liber- 
ally to the dicker of our candle lights; 
but in a hundred spots it twinkles liko 
stars peering through the clouds of night. 
They look as though they had the 
strength of doom those pillars, and were 
destined to last to the crack thereof.

JOAQUIN MILLER'S DAICH- 
TEIt 

Tells of The Disgraceful Treat- 
ment of Her Fiitlicr. 



CHICAGO, .Jan. 22. — Tlie Chicago 
Tiiue-i' New York special says: Maud 
Miller, daughter of Jauquin Miller, 
lias arrived in this city and says the 
story of her suffering in Chicago and 
her father's and husband's neglect of 
her is true in every respect. She was 
assisted to eonie to thh city by several 
western friends, and '.a now living in a 
small room on Sixth avenue, New- 
York. Miss Miller was told that her 
father said she had nev D r been n ballet 
dancer. "Father knows hotter than 
that," she said. "He knows that he 
drove me to it. We wore living in San 
Francisco then — mother and three of 
us children. I was just 1-1 years old 
and fiiher was abroad. rTe says we re- 
10 ved $50 a month. The $50 came very 
irregularly at first; then not at all. I 
was compelled to do something to keep 
us from starving. 1 applied ut the 
Bald\vin|theatre|and was employed in the 
ballet. Mother was ill at this time and 
we wore all suffering. From there 1 
went to Portland, Oregon, with lioso 
Eytingo, where, through my sympathy 
for a destitute little girl, Allioe Mc- 
Donald, I was acensed of abducting 
the child. Mother cabled to my father, 
who subsequently placed uie in a To- 
ronto convent, in Canada, where 1 re- 
mained five years, Father paid $100 a 
year for the 'nstruetion thero. One day 
ho wrote mo along letter stating that 
he had done all a father could bo ex- 
pected to do for his child, and cruelly 
informed me thai I routft look out for 
myself in tho future. Was this like tho 
lovinf father lie pretends to have been 
to mci My failier says he sent inn to 
Paris after that with a wealthy friend, 
fie uoseu't say that he gave mo but 
$20 in money ami sont me as a menial 
in a lady's employ. Father has never 
lifted his hand to keep me since tho 
day he gave the $20 and sent me to 
Paris, although I have frequently ap- 
pealed to him to roliere my distress. 

Miss MiHer then told the story of 
her marriage. She repudiates her hus- 
band, and says ho is the meanest man 
that ever iivnd; that she never received 
and support from him, and that he 
never earned more than §3 per day. 
Of hpr experience in Chicago, Miss 
Miller says: 

"I got to Chicago, but in a pitiful 
plight, 1 whs without money, without 
clothing and as hungry as a wolf.

Irresistible Floods and Great 
Storms. 

San Frahcisoo, Jan. 22. — By the 
steamer Orizaba, which arrived from 
Los Angeles to-day, details are obtain- 
ed of the damage inflicted in that city 
by the storm of Tuesday. This was the 
fourth severe flood recorded at that 
city in 24 years, and was tho moat des 
tructive of all. The Lou Angeles river, 
swollen by the heavy rains of Sunday 
und Monday, became irresistible. The 
storm swept away the bridges and in- 
undated a large portion of the southern 
part of the city. About 2,000 acres of 
land devoted to homes, orchards and 
vineyards wero flooded. The waters 
rose two fo<;t higher than the Hood of 
February, 1884. A number of build- 
ings were swept away entirely aud 
others were undermined aud collapsed. 

Mra. Kate Lytic, while escaping 
from her house by wading in waist 
deep water, was knocked over by a 
portion of a falling building and 
d owned. Theresa Wbitm y, an 8 year 
old girl, while being rescued by Deputy 
Sheriff Ap,uire, waa carried away by a 
strong current and drowned. 

The Hood, which came upon the city 
suddenly, is believed to hare been 
cauned by a cloud-Durst in the San Fer- 
nando valley. So complete was the 
work of devastation that for three days 
the city was cut off from all communi- 
cation with the outside world, all the 
telegraphic and telephone lines being 
destroyed, and all railways crippled. 
Temporary repairs to bridges havo 
been ordered, so as to permit foot trav- 
el. Every bridge on tho rivor was more 
or less demoralized There were oight 
of them. About fifty houses were wash- 
ed away or wrecked beyond recogni- 
tion. Hundreds of lots before consider- 
ed valuable have been washed away. It 
is believed that the damage in the city 
and county will reach fully half a mil- 
lion dollars.

THE ENGLISH BAY LAND SALE. 

Tho following are tho literal facta in 
connection with English Bay land sale, 
and all tho false statements of the Times 
will not alter one tittle of the record. The 
sala, under iho circumstancos, was a i;ood 
one. Of the portion of land laid off in 
town lota, extending back from the bay 
about three-quarters of a mile, Lhoro u-as 
about 1(3 per cent, sold at an averago price 
of 20 per acre. Every let offered was 
aold, and there was no reserTO price on 
any. The object of the government in 
offering this land was two-fold, one being 
that intending investors in terminal pro- 
perty should bo able to get it at ita actual 
value, na determined by open sale at pub- 
lic auction, and not ba left to the tendor 
morcy of the land sharks, who are anxious 
to boom their Coal Harbor lots, and whose 
ornuu in this city, realizing that the gov- 
ernment land, better situated at English 
Bay, which will bo from time to time of- 
fered at public auction, will have the ef- 
feot of preventing any extensive disposal 
of the ring's land at boom prices, has 
worked itself into an hystorical condition 
over the circumstances which it. is power- 
less to control. The other objoct was to 
raise revenue from a legitimate source, 
"without sUeking the pockets of. the tax-pay- 
era... Both objects are . commendable and 
tho sale has given evidence that both will 
bo attained.", The total. .'area sold at tho 
Balo was 80 3-10 acros. A fo iv years ago 
the same land' could. ..noXJmvo. been sold 
.for a dollar per acre, now it' has brought 
to tho treasury in round figures §16,000. 
If the whole of the small area laid off at 
English Hay at present ware sold at the 
same average price the total receipts from 
its sale would be §<W,000. We have al- 
ready said that every lot offered by the 
auclionoor was sold. There is no doubt 
that the whole could be sold at the same 
rato already obtained, but property at the 
term) ius may be expected to advance 
considerably, otherwise where will the 
Coal Harbor syndicate get thoir profits 
to cover the iinmense eacrifices which 
thoy have been called upon to mako. 
7he government land will increase in 
value hs well as the syndicate's, and it is 
not much to expect that the advance be- 
fore another sale may be such as to make 
the total from the small plot at English 
Bay fnot tip over §100,000 iustead of the 
§63,000 already mentioned. The water 
lots embraced 8 acres; all were sold, and 
the average price per acre was §900. 62A. 
Of the 33 ft. lot? lying between the water 
lot3 and Third avenue tuero were 35 acres; 
of these -i 30-J0O acres were sold at an 
Bverage price of §1,023.50 per acre. Of 
the 6'J ft. lots behind Third avenue and 
extending back nearly three-quartors of a 
mile from the front thoio were 89 acres. 
Only 9 acres out of the 8fl wore sold, at 
an average price of S176 per acre. When 
it is remembered fhat only 89 acres bave 
been sold out of tho 14,000 or 15,000 
acres of land in the hands of the crown 
in the English Bay peninsula it will not 
be difficult to undorstund that a good deal 
of rovunue may and will be obtained from 
land Bales there notwithstanding tho un- 
patriotic, n<n to suy unprincipled, at- 
tempts of the opposition organ to depre- 
ciate their value. 



THE CHINOOK WINDS. 

In the last number of Science there is 
an interesting communication from Dr. 
G. M. Dawson, in regard to "chinnok 
winds." "As experienced," writes Dr. 
Dawson, "the chinook i» a strong, wester- 
ly wind, becoming at times almost a gale, 
which blows from the direction of tho 
mountains out across the adjacent plnins. 
It is extremely dry and, as comparad with 
tho general winter temperature, warm. 
Such winds uccur at irregular intorvals 
during the winter, and are also not infre- 
quent in tho summer, but, being cool as 
compared with the average summer tem- 
porature, are in consequence then not 
commonly recognized by the sime nmno. 
When the ground is cotrered with snow, 
the effect of the wind in its removal is 
marvellous, as, owing to the cxtremoly 
dessicated condition of the air, the snow 
may be said to vanish rather than to melt, 
the moisture being licked up as fast as it 
is produced. Winter winds of this char- 
actor occur orer a tract of country stretch 
ing at least ns far north as the Peace river 
(north latitude 50 deg ), at least as far 
Booth aa Northern Montana — a distance 
of about six hundred miles " Dr. Daw- 
son points out that "in the corresponding 
portion of its longth the Cordillera belt is 
comparatively strict and narrow" — -four 
hundred miles of mountainous country 
intervening between the ocoan and the 
western edge of tho plains — and in this 
ciicumatauco, taken in connection with 
the moisture laden character of the air 
along the northern part of the west coast, 
he finds a clew to tho remarkable char- 
acteristics of the so called chinook winds. 
In effect he conceives it to bu similar to 
the J'oeJin of the Alps, and ho attributes 
it to ''the great amount of heat rendered 
latent when moisture i3 evaporated or air 
expanded in volume, but which becomes 
again sensible on condensation of moisture 
or compression of the air." 

A PROHIBITION 1>IPF1CULTY. 

A recent ruling of Judge Hayes, of Ohio, 
will throw a difficulty in the way of prohi- 
bitionists which bids fair to prove an in- 
superable onu, The learned judge has 
decided that a witness cannot bo compelled 
to state whether or where he purchased 
intoxicating liquor, ns his answer might 
crimiuate liiui ns on accessory before tho 
fact. Tlio startling part of the ruling— 
startling, that is, to those socking to prose- 
cute thy liquor seller, solely — is that tho 
objection is valid, and the decision sound. 
The purchaser of liquor is strictly an aider 
and abettor to tho otl'ouce against tho pro- 
hibitory law, and when called to testify in a 
prosecution for a breach of that enactment, 
would, by a truthful answer, convict him- 
uelf upon his own testimony. This latter 
no man is compelled to do; and the result 
will be that those who are best able to ob- 
tain the conviction of tho unlawful seller of 
liquor can refuse to testify without 
their rofusnl being construed into 
contempt of court . The practice of tho 
active prohibitionists has hitherto been to 
proseouto the seller of liquor, and at h 
means to his conviction to use tho testi- 
mony of the buyer — the only testimony, 
in most cases, that can be procured — and 
take no action against the latter. Of this 
evidence they will now bo deprived, and 
as a consequence, thoir chief courso upon 
which they rolied For proof of salea is 
takon from them, Both buyer and seller 
must be parties to a sale, and if one ia 
guilty the other cannot be innocent. If 
one is charged tho other will have to bo 



(to be consistent), and if the buyer volun- 
tarily tcatifios, it will become imperative 
on the part of the police to prosecute him 
also. With this knowledge it is doubtful 
if such a witness could be found; and no 
matter how zealous the officials may be, 
it ia more doubtful still iE they can find 
persons other than those who would be 
partkepa cruninui who would bo able to 
swear to the sale of liquor. This is, per- 
haps, the most soriouu stumbling block 
with which the advocates of prohibition 
have yet encountered.' 

THE BATCHER OF 00NSPI1UGIE8. 

From tho number of startling (I) con- 
spiracies that the Times has announced 
during the past few weeks, the public is 
led to believe that the hysterical writer oE 
that paper has become a mono-maniac on 
tho subject. The latest furnished is that 
last evening, where the Times states that 
tne Premier is hatching a scheme to "ger- 
rymander" the province for base political 
purposes. There is not a word of truth 
in tho whole article, and tho latter is mere- 
ly adapted from ono printed in the Toron- 
to Globe during the time that Sir John 
was blamed for gerrymandering Ontario, 
The cutting up of provincial districts, as 
given in the Times, is but tho vapory 
imagining of the writer, who, unable to 
find anything to assail the government 
with, has resortod to his usual method of 
making absurd disclosures of alleged in- 
tentions on the part of the government, 
whioh bear on tho surface thoir own con- 
damnation of untruth. When the Times 
ceases playing the part of a journalistic 
buffoon, it mi«.y command some attention; 
but until thou it will continue a laughing 
Btock. 



Our Golri-iTliuiiiK Laws. 

To the Editor:— As a mining man, 
and having come here with the desire of 
onpaging in mining in British Colum- 
bia, I take tho liberty of calling ymir at- 
tention to a somewhat anomalous state of 
things at present existing hero, which, if 
not roctitied, is likely to militate some- 
what seriously against tho advancement 
of the country in a mining direction. 
Tho circumstances of tho case are pretty 
well known; but it may be desirable to 
recapitulate, The mining laws of British 
Columbia were originally framed with a 
view sololy to placer mining, and a clause 
was formulated providing that all claims 
fihould be continually represented either 
by the owner or some person employed or 
deputized by him, and that in the event 
of a claim being unrepresented for the 
space of 72 hours without leave from 
the Gold Commissioner, the title tu oaid 
claim should be forfeited, and the ground 
ba opened to re-location. This was ob- 
viously a law which could not, with any 
show of reason, be made applicable to 
quartz mining, and u law was passed, 
based upon the United States mineral 
laws, setting forth that the expenditure 
of the sum of §200 annually upon any 
claim should be considered u full and suf- 
ficient representation, and be considered 
as a full compliance with the terms of the 
act. So far so good. Nothing can bo 
plainer than the wording of this clause of 
the act, whioh ii plainly intended tu su- 
persede the former law, in so far as quartz 
mining is concerned. But now comas 
another factor into the case. A quartz 
claim upon which a large sum of money 
had been expended — so I understand — 
but upon which tho required §200 for the 
year 1885 had not beau spent, wus 
jumped, notwithstanding the fact that the 
year had not expired; and upon the case 
being tried at Karaloops, tho seventy two 
hours' clause is held to bear upon quartz 
claims, tho jumper is sustained, and tho 
claim declared forfeited. 

Now I imagine that if the case were 
taken to the supreme oourt, the judgment, 
which is evidently contrary tu both the 
spirit and letter of the act, would be re- 
versed; but meanwhile it has not boon ap- 
pealed, and the decieion stands upon re- 
cord, as the correct interpretation of the 
law, and unless some steps are taken by 
the legislative body, will so stand until 
some claim is jumped of sufficient value 
to mako it worth tho owner's while to in- 
jur tho risk and expense of going to tho 
supremo court. Now what is the position 
which any man going up country in the 
spring, with the intention of either acquir- 
ing or locating a quartz claim, and with a 
bona fide intention of working or develop- 
ing the same, has to face I He must be 
prepared to do ono of two things — either 
to pay the government §1,000 in cash be- 
fore he knows whether his claim is worth 
1,000 cants, orto be prepared to start work 
on tho first day of January of each year, 
or whatever the date of tho original loca- 
tion may be, and to spend his §200 with- 
out the Ion of a day, or to see his claim 
open to jumping, and himself forced to 
incur the expense of a tedious lawsuit to 
recover his jxroperty. It is true he may, 
if he should be in the district, obtain 
leave of absence from tho commissioner — 
but there is no law to compel the commis- 
sioner to give it to him, and in any case 
he must be on the spot to the day, or suf- 
fer the ponalty. Now I ask you, air, who 
in the name of reason and common aonso 
is going to work quartz claims upon such 
term* as thosB 1 And is it tho intention 
of the legislature that such restrictions 
should be placed upon prospecting? For it is 
the prospector and small capita list that is 
touched. Tho capitalist, "pur sang," only 
buys a mine, and by the time ho buys it, 
§1000 has either been spent upon it, or be 
is willing to purchase tho grant himself. 
Tho man, I repeat, whom this affects is the 
prospector, in other words the working 
miner; for without the attraction of 
prospecting the minor will not come. No 
miner worthy of the name IooIch upon a 
day's pay as tho main object of his life, it is 
the means to an end, tho method by which 
he makes the dollars necessary to enable 
him to look about and try and make a raise 
on his own account — and so the capitalist 
will himself bo affected, for when ho has 
bought his mine he will not be ablo to tind 
tho labor to work it; but this is perhaps be- 
side the work, for if the prospector does 
not come, the capitalist will, "ipso facto," 
not follow him. A mine must be found be- 
fore it cau bo sold or worked. "First 
catch your hare." Without wishing to 
occupy too much of your space, let nie sup- 
pose a enso: A miner comes to the coun- 
try, locates a likely-looking ledge, and is 
able, perhaps, to do his first §2(J0 worth of 
work; but having dune it, is at bedrock. 
There is no work to be had in the district, 
und ho goeH olsewhero; the end of the year 
comos, and ho finds himself in steady work 
ut good wages, with the probability, if ho 
•works a few months more, of having enough 
money to roturn and work his claim; but 
no, he muHt throw np his work and post off 
to the gold commissioner, who may be a 
thousand miles off, and got leave of absence, 
or his claim is gone — for the poor man can- 
not go to the supreme court to recover a 
possibly valueless claim — and even 
when hs gets there lie is entirely at tlio 
mercy of the commissioner's caprice. 
My great objoct in addressing you is that 
I am aware of a large body of opinion 
which fancies that thesn restrictions in 
some way protect the bona J'uU man — 
instead of, as ia tho fact, putting him at 
tho mercy of every loafer that may take 
it into his head to blackmail him. Thore 



is an idea that if the laws are made too 
easy, claims will bo taken up, and held 
from year to year without being wurkod. 
A moment's reflection will convinco any 
ono of the absurdity of any such idea. 
'People do not take the trouble to go up- 
country, live in the mountains, locate 
claims, otc. , for the purpose of aittiug 
upon their thumbs, and keeping some one 
else out, like a dog in tho mangor.

Such a history must neces- 
sarily be of a general nature, us tho in- 
formation has chietly to bo obtained from 
tho recollections of thoso who have boon 
connected with the service from its be- 
ginning. 

victoria in 1858 
was without any orgnni/.ed institution for 
the purpose of fighting the fiery element, 
and it was in this year that the first fire 
occurred. This took placo in a small 
wooden building usod as a tailor shop by 
a German, on the site of Bowman's 
stable, immediately opposite the Driard. 
At chis tire the old "Tiger," tho first 
engine in the province, and owned by tho 
H. B. Co., was pullod out of the fort for 
tho first time and over tho rough roadway 
to tho firo. Water was secured from the 
well at thu old H. B. bakery, immediately 
in rear of tH present Forester's hall. 
The old engine is now at Nanaitno, hav- 
ing boon purchnsod by that city when tho 
new onginos were secured for Victoria. 
In 1S58 Victoria was 

A CITY OF TENTS, 

there boing but few buildings outside the 
fort, thu white canvas dotting the whole 
present site of Victoria. From 10,000 
to 12,000 people were thus housed, and 
times were lively. Water at this time for 
drinking purposes was procured at Spring 
Ridge and mlled in barrels to the town, 
25 cents a bucket being charged. 

The second tiro was in 1851), at Patrick's 
corner, where Lawrence Guodacro's butch- 
er shop is now situated. This was in Pat- 
rick's saloon, whioh was totally consumed, 
the largo stock of liquors ou hand flowing 
over thu slope into tho Johnson street 
ravine. At this time there was a detach- 
ment of marines stationed at James Bay,
